Now In Command. 


TO ARKITE EARLY NEXT WEEK. 


But Council Will Think Over 
the Terms 


PROPOSED BT THE PENNSYLVANIA 


Pink A lley W ill Be Opened and Conn* 
ell W ill Grant Permission to Cran* Union 
Street W ith a Switch—Are Coming To­ 
gether. 


Council and the Pennsylvania com­ 
pany officials did not reach a conclusion 
yesterday afternoon although there is 
no donbt the city will accept the proposi­ 
tion of the company as it is verv liberal. 
After the report of the N e w s R e v ie w 
closed, council spent some time in dis­ 
cussing how they could collect assess­ 
ments if they built a storm water sewer 
instead of a trunk sanitary sew#. The 
law on the subject was looked into and 
it was discovered that the property bene­ 
fited by the sewer comd be assessed, a 
commission to be appointed to determine 
to what extent the various properties 
were benefited. 
Some time was spent in discussing 
the subject, and finally President Mar­ 
shall suggested that in view of the fact 
that counoil was making no headway 
with the proposition they drop the mat­ 
ter for the present, and at the earliest 
possible date have a conference with the 
sewer commissioners and give the Penn­ 
sylvania officials a definite answer. He 
said he could see nothing wrong with 
the proposition, but thought it was 
right that council should make a thor­ 
ough and rigid examination of the plans 
before entering into any contract. 
Attorney Boyle stated that the com 
panv were not in a hurry, and Mr. Ash 
haugh said he thought the proposition 
was very liberal, bnt he did not think 
the city should pay the costs of the in­ 
junction snit. 
Mr. Peach replied that he did not 
think there would be any trouble ad 
justing the matter,while Attorney Boyle 
said they would not stand on a question 
of the oosts as it would only amount to 
|4 or |6 at beet. 
Mr. Peach called attention to the pe­ 
tition from residents of Pink alley, ask 
lug that it be opened, and said he 
thought the whole trouble lay in the 
fact that the company did not relay all 
the platform when they made the re­ 
cent improvements at the passenger sta­ 
tion. Engineer Newhall said if council 
thought they should repair the rest of 
the platform they would do so. 
Mr. Marshall said: “A prest many 
people have become incensed at the ac 
tions of the Pennsylvania company. 
They encroach on city property unblush­ 
ingly and at the same time get oat an 
injunction against the city. The Penn­ 
sylvania company is scarce of territory, 
and Connell wants to accommodate 
them, bnt they do not feel like being 
treated the way they have been.” 
Later in the afternoon council in a 
body viewed the disputed point, and En­ 
gineer Newhall agreed to fix the plat­ 
form. He was asked to furnish counci 
with a bine print of the proposed switch 
across Union street, and at their next 
meeting oonncil will grant the right of 
way. 
The numerous washouts at Church 
alley were discussed, and Eugineer 
Newhall said it was a hard nut to crack. 
Arrangements will be made to have the 
company and city enter into an agree­ 
ment and fix the alley in a permanent 
way. 
President Marshall stated that many 
people had been killed between here 
and East End owing to the fact that 
trains run between 40 and 50 miles an 
hoar. He asked if all trains could not 
stop at East End, and was instructed to 
write to Superintendent Sen von and see 
what he would do.Engineer Newhall also 
agreed to do what he could in the mat­ 
ter. The session then adjourned. 


General Mile* Expressed Satisfaction on 
Starting to Join the Troops—The Party 
Expected to Go on th e First Steamer 
Leaving Charleston, After th e Arrival 
There—Secretary Long Denies There Is 
Friction Between the Navy and War 
Departm ent.

W a sh in g to n , Jly 8.—Major General 
Nelson A. Miles, commanding the 
army, accompanied by the entire staff 
of army headquarters, left last night 
for Charleston, S. C., where the party 
will embark for Santiago. They left 
over the Southern railroad at 10:43 a. 
rn. The party consists of 
General 
Miles, General J. C. Gilmore, adjutant 
general of staff; General Roy Stone, 
Colonel C. R. Greenleaf, surgeon; Lieu­ 
tenant Colonel J. W. Clons, M. C. 
Maus and A. S. Rowan, Major John D. 
Black and Captain H. H. Whitney. At 
the same time Lieutenant Colonel Mich- 
Ur and a large staff of headquarter’s 
clerks, who have been in Tampa, will 
come north to Charleston and join the 
the party. The start will be made from 
Charleston on the first steamer after the 
general and his staff arrives. This may 
be either the Yale or Columbia, which 
are taking on troops there, lf the 
troops are ready to start before the 
party arrives they will go on, aud the 
general will follow on the Resolute or 
one of the other steamers to sail after 
the Yale and Columbia. It is expected 
that the party will be at Santiago the 
early part of next week. 
On the eve of his departure General 
Miles expressed satisfaction on starting 
to join the troops. He spoke of the 
sacrifices and hardships they had passed 
through recently and of those yet to 
come. It has operated severely against 
the general officers, and General Miles 
feels that he, too, is not entirely invul­ 
nerable in a country of heat, swamp 
and disease. 
But he has a strong phy­ 
sique, his muscles are as hard as iron 
aud he goes expecting to stand a good 
deal of knockabout service. General 
Miles himself has no other purpose in 
going to Santiago than to look over the 
military situation and to strengthen the 
hand of Shafter. There i$no intention 
on his part to take in any manner from 
the glory that Shafter has won or may 
win in this campaign. 
He will not re­ 
lieve General Shafter of his command 
unless the latter’* physical condition is 
such as to demand some such action. 
General Miles’ visit to Cuba will be 
rather that of an inspection officer, to 
ascertain just what is needed to give 
Shafter all the power necessary for a 
successful conclusion of the campaign. 
Everything is packed again at army 
heauqnarters here and unless Santiago 
surrenders soon and makes the visit 
unnecessary, it is likely that General 
Miles will sail with the Harvard and 
one of the other liners when they take 
the next installment of troops to Cuba. 
The officials of the war department 
thought they saw encouraging signs of 
Santiago’s surrender in General Shaf­ 
ter’* report Thursday that Spanish 
army officers were deserting to the 
American side. It is believed that this 
is the immediate result of the sending 
back to the Spanish lines in safety of 
wounded Spanish officers and men who 
had fallen on the battlefield, thus dis­ 
pelling the impression the high Span­ 
ish officials have sought to create among 
their ignorant troops that the Ameri­ 
cans were barbarians and did not recog­ 
nize the rules of warfare. It is earn­ 
estly hoped that the conclusions drawn 
from Shafter’s dispatch are sound, for 
private advices received here speak of 
the appearance of contagious disease 
within the Spanish lines. 
One of the purposes of the conference 
of the war board yesterday was to get 
the army and navy more closely together 
and refute the statements thar have 
been published to the effect that seri­ 
ous friction exists between the two 
arms of the service. On this point 
Secretary Long yesterday expressed 
himself as follows: 
“There is not the slightest foundation 
for the suggestion of anything but the 
best feeling between the army and 
navy. Each rejoices in the splendid 
heroism and success of the other. They 
are ready to co-operate for the honor of 
the flag at any time and anywhere. As 
to the two departments, the war de­ 
partment is always ready to help the 
navy department if it should need any­ 
thing. and the navy deyartment has 
been very glad to aid the war depart­ 
ment by the loan of its best scouting 
vessels for transports and in every 
other way.”_____________

Council and the Pennsylvania com 
pany officials did not reach a conclusion 
yesterday afternoon although there is 
no don bt the city will accept the proposi 
tion of the company as it is very liberal. 
After the report of the N e w s R e v ie w 
closed, council spent some time in dis 
cussing how they could collect assess 
meats if they built a storm water sewer 
instead of a trunk sanitary sew#*. The 
law on the subject was looked into and 
it was discovered that the property bene 
Ated by the sewer could be assessed, a 
commission to be appointed to determine 
to what extent the various properties 
were benefited. 
Some time was spent in discussing 
the subject, and finally President Mar­ 
shall suggested that in view of the fact 
that council was making no headway 
with the proposition they drop the mat 
ter for the present, and at the earliest 
possible date have a conference with the 
sewer commissioners and give the Penn­ 
sylvania officials a definite answer. 
He 
said he could see nothing wrong with 
the proposition, but thought it was 
right that council should make a thor­ 
ough and rigid examination of the plans 
before entering into any contract. 
Attorney Boyle stated that the com­ 
pany were not in a harry, and Mr. Ash- 
haugh said he thought the proposition 
was very liberal, but he did not think 
the city should pay the costs of the in­ 
junction suit. 
Mr. Peach replied that he did not 
think there would be any trouble ad­ 
justing the matter,while Attorney Boyle 
said they would not stand on a question 
of the oosts as it would only amount to 
|4 or $6 at best. 
Mr. Peach called attention to the pe­ 
tition from residents of Pink alley, ask­ 
ing that it be opened, and said he 
thought the whole trouble lay in the 
fact that the company did not relay all 
the platform when they made the re­ 
cent improvements at the passenger sta­ 
tion. Engineer Newhall said if council 
thought they should repair the rest of 
the platform they would do so. 
Mr. Marshall said: “A great many 
people have become incensed at the ac­ 
tions of the Pennsylvania company. 
They encroach on city property unblush­ 
ingly and at the same time get oat an 
injunction against the city. 
The Penn­ 
sylvania company is scarce of territory, 
and council wants to accommodate 
them, but they do not feel like being 
treated the way they have been.” 
Later in the afternoon council in a 
body viewed the disputed point, and En­ 
gineer Newhall agreed to fix the plat­ 
form. He was asked to famish council 
with a blue print of the proposed switch 
across Union street, and at their next 
meeting council will grant the right of 
way. 
The numerous washouts at Church 
alley were discussed, and Engineer 
Newhall said it was a hard not to crack. 
Arrangements will be made to have the 
company and city enter into an agree­ 
ment and fix the alley in a permanent 
wav. 
President Marshall stated that many 
people had been killed between here 
and East End owing to the fact that 
trains ran between 40 and 50 miles an 
hour. He asked if all trains could not 
stop at East End, and was instructed to 
write to Superintendent Scriven and see 
what he would do.Engineer Newhall also 
agreed to do what he could in the mat­ 
ter.

W a s h in g t o n , Jly 8 .— Major General 
Nelson A. Miles, 
commanding 
the 
army, accompanied by the entire staff 
of army headquarters, left last night 
for Charleston, S. C., whore the party 
will embark for Santiago. They left 
over the Southern railroad at 10:43 a. 
rn. The party consists of 
General 
Miles, General J. C. Gilmore, adjutant 
general of staff; General Roy Stone, 
Colonel C. R. Greenleaf, surgeon; Lieu­ 
tenant Colonel J. W. Clons, M. C. 
Maus aud A. S. Rowan, Major John D. 
Black and Captain H. H. Whitney. At 
the same time Lieutenant Colonel Mich­ 
i e and a large staff of headquarter’s 
clerks, who have been in Tampa, will 
come north to Charleston and join the 
the party. The start will be made from 
Charleston on the first steamer after the 
general and his staff arrives. This may 
be either the Yale or Columbia, which 
are taking on troops there. If the 
troops are ready to start before the 
party arrives they will go on, aud the 
general will follow on the Resolute or 
one of the other steamers to sail after 
the Yale and Columbia. It is expected 
that the party will be at Santiago the 
early part of next week. 
On the eve of his departure General 
Miles expressed satisfaction on starting 
to join the troops. He spoke of the 
sacrifices and hardships they had passed 
through recently and of those yet to 
come. It has operated severely against 
the general officers, and General Miles 
feels that he, too, is not entirely invul­ 
nerable in a country of heat, swamp 
and disease. 
But he has a strong phy­ 
sique, his muscles are as hard as iron 
aud he goes expecting to stand a good 
deal of knockabout service. General 
Miles himself has no other purpose in 
going to Santiago than to look over the 
military situation and to strengthen the 
hand of Shafter. There itfino intention 
on Ilia part to take in any manner from 
the glory that Shafter has won or may 
win in this campaign. 
He will not re­ 
lieve General Shafter of his command 
unless tile latter’s physical condition is 
such as to demand some such action. 
General Miles’ visit to Cuba will be 
rather that of an inspection officer, to 
ascertain just what is needed to give 
Shafter all the power necessary for a 
successful conclusion of the campaign. 
Everything is packed again at army 
headquarters here and unless Santiago 
surrenders soon and makes the visit 
unnecessary, it is likely that General 
Miles will sail with the Harvard and 
one of the other liners when they take 
the next installment of troops to Cuba. 
The officials of the war department 
thought they saw encouraging signs of 
Santiago's surrender in General Shaf­ 
ter’s report Thursday that 
Spanish 
army officers were deserting to the 
American side. It is believed that this 
is the immediate result of the sendin, 
back to the Spanish lines in safety 
wounded Spanish officers and men who 
had fallen on the battlefield, thus dis­ 
pelling the impression the high Span­ 
ish officials have sought to create among 
their ignorant troops that the Ameri­ 
cans were barbarians and did not recog­ 
nize the rules of warfare. It is earn­ 
estly hoped that the conclusions drawn 
from Shafter’s dispatch are sound, for 
private advices received here speak of 
the appearance of contagious disease 
within the Spanish lines. 
One of the purposes of the conference 
of the war board yesterday was to get 
the army and navy more closely together 
and refute the statements that have 
been published to the effect that seri­ 
ous friction exists between the two 
arms of the service. On this point 
Secretary Long yesterday expressed 
himself as follows: 
“There is not the slightest foundation 
for the suggestion of anything but the 
best feeling between the army and 
navy. Each rejoices in the splendid 
heroism and success of the other. They 
are ready to co-operate for the honor of 
the hag at any time and anywhere. As 
to the two departments, the war de­ 
partment is always ready to help the 
navy department if it should need any­ 
thing, and the navy deyartment has 
been very glad to aid the war depart­ 
ment by the loan of its best scouting 
vessels for transports aud in every 
other way. '*_____________

The Moundsville, W. Va., citizens 
who daring the great flood of last Feb­ 
ruary fired on a dosfen or more Pitts­ 
burg towboats, on their way up the 
Ohio river with tows of empties, will 
not be prosecuted. The United States 
government has refused to take any 
action in the matter and the rivermen 
have decided to allow the matter to die. 
The coal operators have done everything 
possible to bring the guilty ones to jus­ 
tice, bat the authorities have refused to 
prosecute. The crews of the boats will 
protect themselves in the future, and if 
the boats are fired upon again there will 
be a bombardment, the like of which has 
never been witnessed on the upper Ohio 
river, say the coal men. 
When the crews of the towboats fired 
upon last winter laid the matter before 
the boat owners a meeting of the Pitts­ 
burg coal exchange was called, and that 
body began steps to prosecute the guilty. 
A letter was sent to United States Dis­ 
trict Attorney Gaines, of Charleston, in 
whose district the affair occurred, plac­ 
ing the matter in his hands. The dis­ 
trict attorney ignored the exchange to 
the extent that he did not even answer 
the communication. Then it was de­ 
cided to place the matter in the hands 
of the war department at Washington. 
A communication was received from 
there several days ago stating that it 
had no jurisdiction in the matter. The 
coal men then gave up all hope of bring 
ing the Moundsville men to justice, 
and the thing will have to die for want 
of action. 
The coal exchange, however, was 
very active in attempting to bring pros 
'cautions. A detective was employed to 
encore the names of the guilty ones. 
This he accomplished. The coal opera 
tors subscribed $1,000 to carry on the 
prosecutions. The names of nineteen 
persons, all 
prominent 
citizens of 
Moundsville, were secured, and for sev 
oral months there was a scared lot of 
people in that town, In fact, it is said, 
Tome of them are not over their fright 
yet. 
The rivermen argue that notwith­ 
standing high water navigation cannot 
be interfered with, that their rights 
must be respected, for to compel them 
to tie up for even a day means great 
>loss to them. Some of the pilots were 
granted permission to run their boats on 
a slow bell past the town, yet they were 
fired upon. This was the case when the 
boats took the opposite shore, and they 
say there could have been no danger to 
Moundsville. The shooting on the boats

Madrid are negotiating 
terms of peace. 
The white flag still flies over the San­ 
tiago lines. 
There have been no mes­ 
sages or flags of truce between the com­ 
manders since 3 o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon, when Assistant Naval Constructor 
Hobson and his men were exchanged. 
They were received w ith frantic joy 
by the troops at Siboney. 
The troops 
carried Hobson on their shoulders to 
the steam launch of the flagship, while 
the baud on the New York played and 
everybody cheered until he was hoarse. 
The news from Santiago is to the ef­ 
fect that suff ering there increases daily. 
There is much destitution as well as 
hunger at El Caney, where 1,000 refu­ 
gees from Santiago are now quartered 
with the soldiers at the front. 
The 
men gave up half their rations last 
night to feed these unfortunate people, 
but some other provision must soon be 
made. 
Geneaal Miles is expected to arrive at 
Siboney at any time. 
Cases of malarial fever induced by 
heat and exposure are on the increase 
among the American troops.

men who had passed safely through the 
jaws of death to save their country. 
The same scenes of enthusiasm were 
repeated upon the arrival of the men at 
the hospital station and at our base at 
Juragua. 
Hobson, who reached there 
in advance of his companions, was taken 
on board the New York immediately. 
The flagship’s decks were • lined with 
officers and men, and as Hobson clamb­ 
ered ap her side and stepped on board 
his vessel the harbor rang with the 
shouts and cheers of his comrades, 
which were re-echoed by the crews of a 
dozen transports lying near. 
Hobson had little to say in regard to 
his experience, except that he and his 
companions had been well treated by 
the Spaniards and that they were all in

Council and the Pennsylvania com 
pany officials did not reach a conclusion 
yesterday afternoon although there is 
no don bt the city will accept the proposi 
tion of the company as it is very liberal 
After the report of the N e w s R e v ie w 
closed, conncil spent some time in dis- 
cussing how they could collect assess 
ments if they built a storm water sewer 
instead of a trunk sanitary sew *. The 
law on the subject was looked into and 
it was discovered that the property bene­ 
fited by the sewer could be assessed, a 
commission to be appointed to determine 
to what extent the various properties 
were benefited. 
Some time was spent in discussing 
the subject, and finally President Mar 
shall suggested that in view of the fact 
that council was making no headway 
with the proposition they drop the mat 
ter for the present, and at the earliest 
possible date have a conference with the 
sewer commissioners and give the Penn­ 
sylvania officials a definite answer. 
He 
said he could see nothing wrong with 
the proposition, but thought it was 
right that council should make a thor 
ough and rigid examination of the plans 
before entering into any contract. 
Attorney Boyle stated that the com 
panv were not in a hurry, aud Mr. Ash 
bangh said he thought the proposition 
was very liberal, but he did not think 
the city should pay the costs of the in­ 
junction suit. 
Mr. Peach replied that he did not 
think there would be any trouble ad* 
justing the matter,while Attorney Boyle 
said they would not stand ou a question 
of the costs as it would only amount to 
$4 or $6 at best.

Nelson A. Miles, 
commanding 
the 
army, accompanied by the entire staff 
of army headquarters, left last night 
for Charleston, S. C., where the party 
will embark for Santiago. They left 
over the Southern railroad at 10:43 a. 
rn. The party consists 
of 
General 
Miles, General J. C. Gilmore, adjutant 
general of staff; General Roy Stone, 
Colonel C. R. Greenleaf, surgeon; Lieu­ 
tenant Colonel J. W. Clous, M. C. 
Muus and A. S. Rowan, Major John D. 
Black and Captain H. H. Whifcnty. At 
the same time Lieutenant Colonel Mich­ 
i e aud a large staff of headquarter’s 
clerks, who have been in Tampa, will 
come north to Charleston and join the 
the party. The start will be made from 
Charleston on the first steamer after the 
general and his staff arrives. This may 
be either the Yale or Columbia, which 
are taking on troops there, lf the 
troops are ready to start before the 
party arrives they will go on, aud the 
general will follow on the Resolute or 
one of the other steamers to sail after 
the Yule aud Columbia. It is expected 
that the party will be at Santiago the 
early part of next week. 
On the eve of his departure General 
Miles expressed satisfaction on starting 
to join the troops. He spoke of the 
sacrifices and hardships they had patted 
through recently and of those yet to 
come. It has operated severely against 
the general officers, and General Miles 
feels that he, too, is not entirely invul­ 
nerable in a country of heat, swamp 
and disease. 
But he has a strong phy­ 
sique, his muscles are as hard us iron 
and he goes expecting to stand a good 
deal of knockabout service. General 
Miles himself has no other purpose in 
going to Santiago than to look over the 
military situation and to strengthen the 
hand of Shafter. There itfno intention 
on Ids part to take in any manner from 
the glory that Shafter has won or may 
w in in this campaign. 
He will not re­ 
lieve General Shafter of his command 
unless tile latter'* physical condition is 
such us to demand some such action. 
General Miles' visit to Cuba will be 
rather tliut of an inspection officer, to 
ascertain just what is needed to give 
Shatter all the power necessary for a 
successful conclusion of the campaign. 
Everything is packed again at army 
heawquarters here aud unless Santiago 
surrenders soon and makes the visit 
unnecessary, it is likely that General 
Miles will sail with the Harvard aud 
one of the other liners when they take 
the next installment of troops to Cuba. 
The officials of the war department 
thought they saw encouraging signs of 
Santiago’s surrender rn General Shaf­ 
ter’* report Thursday that 
Spanish 
army officers were deserting to the 
American side. It is believed that this 
is the immediate result of the sending 
back to the Spanish lines in safety of 
wounded Spanish officers aud men who 
had fallen on the battlefield, thus dis­ 
pelling the impression the high Span­ 
ish officials have sought to create among 
their ignorant troops tliat the Ameri­ 
cans were barbarians aud did not recog­ 
nize the rules of w arf art'.

The Moundsville, W. Va., citizens 
who during the great flood of last Feb­ 
ruary fired on a dorien or more Pitts­ 
burg towboats, on their way tip the 
Ohio river with towR of empties, will 
not be prosecuted. The United States 
government has refused to take any 
action in the matter and the rivermeu 
have decided to allow the matter to die. 
The coal operators have done everything 
possible to bring the guilty ones to jus 
tics, but the authorities have refused to 
prosecute. The crews of the boats will 
protect themselves in the future, and if 
the boat* are fired upon again there wil 
be a bombardment, the like of which has 
never been witnessed on the upper Ohio 
river, say the ooal men. 
When the crews of the towboats Aret, 
upon last winter laid the matter before 
the boat owners a meeting of the Pitts­ 
burg coal exchange was called, and that 
body began steps to prosecute the guilty. 
A letter was sent to United States Dis 
trict Attorney Gaines, of Charleston, in 
whose district the affair occurred, plac 
ing the matter in his hands. The dis 
trict attorney ignored the exchange to 
the extent that he did not even answer 
the communication. Then it was de­ 
cided to place the matter in the hands 
of the war department at Washington. 
A communication was received from 
there several days ago stating that it 
had no jurisdiction in the matter. The 
coal men then gave ap all hope of bring­ 
ing the Moundsville men to justice, 
and the thing will have to die for want 
of action. 
The coal exchange, however, was 
very active in attempting to bring pros 
coation*. A detective was employed to 
secure the names of the guilty ones. 
This he accomplished. The coal opera 
tors subscribed $1,000 to carry on the 
prosecutions. The names of nineteen 
persons, all 
prominent 
citizens 
of 
Moundsville, were secured, and for sev 
eral months there was a scared lot of 
people in that town. In fact, it is said, 
some of them are not over their fright 
yet. 
The rivermen argue that notwith­ 
standing high water navigation cannot 
be interfered with, that 
their rights 
must be respected, for to compel them 
to tie up for even a day means great 
doss to them. Some of the pilots were 
granted permission to run their boats on 
a slow bell past the town, yet they were 
fired upon. This was the case when the 
boats took the opposite shore, aud they 
say there could have been no danger to 
Moundsville. The shooting oil the boats 
has been a common occurrence for years 
and the ooal exchange, it is said, will 
endeavor to ascertain if some means can 
be found to stop it. In the meantime 
the rivermeu intend to defend them­ 
selves,
